I heve your inquiries regarding Justus E. Ament and his 
wife Susan Berry, and thank you for the check for $5.00 enclosed. 


T am enclosing five vages of notes, of which I have copies, 
following out some promising clues, but they do not as yet give us 
the line, nor are the results quite consistent. I felt sure that 
the pension record of Philip Ament, of Bourbon County, Kenticky, or 


in Kentucky, but the birth of Anthony's children in Virginia, seems 
to knock this out. | 


(1790) The name Ament is quite uncommon,- only one in New York 
State This is still a promising field,- New York State, as there 
is a typewritten transcript of a German or Dutch church at Schenectady 
wnich is unindexed and would take considerable time to go through. 


As Eldert Ament was a Revolutionary Soldier the chances 
seem very good that Justus E. is a grandson. I spent much of my 
time on the Philip Ament clue and Illinois clues as this would give 
me light on the Berry line also, if found. 


It looks possible to me that Justus went directly to Illi- 
nois and met Susan Berry there where his children were apparently 
all born, though Jonathan Hodge no doubt found his wife in Kentucky 
on his wey from North Carolina. Justus's family should appear 
somewhere in Illinois in 1830. The whole State could be covered 
for that Census in two hours or so. | | 


| Lippincott's Gazetteer for 1854 gives a Berry!s Ferry in 
Livingston County, Kentucky, but none in Virginia. Elizabethtom 
is in Hardin County where I have located Anthony Ament. Perhaps 
the answer Ls that Justus came from New York to visit relatives 
or live with them in Hardin County, going thence to Illinois, 


There are a number of Berry pension records not yet in- 
vestigated, 


If you want to spend another $5.00, I will try to investi- 
gate or cover the sources suggested above. (except Illinois 1830 Census 
search for entire state), and I think the chances are good for getting 
the line back, with D.A.R. sligibility.
